abroad that Nevada has no natural ad 
vantagas for home-seekers in its sands 
and sagebrush. The general appear- 
ance of its surface presents to the eye 
aud mind a silent bnt potent argument 
in favor of barrenness and against fer- 
tility in its soils, and as a result that 
part of the United States territory 
within its lines baa received the sneers 
ot many people who have looked npon 
it when speaking of its soil capacity 
for the production of vegetable life 
and growth. The conclusions made 
by people who have seen I'evada have 
been derived through a mental com- 
parison of its barren surface with 
localities more favored with rain, and 
where natural conditions are more 
favorable because ot ever present 
moisture necessary for the general pro- 
duction of vegetable growth. People 
who form adverse opinions abont the 
State by looking upon its barren sur- 
face and who declare their opinions to 
others, should be excused because of 
their ignorance of tbe real cause for 
the seeming barrenness in Nevada's 
soils. 


The discovery of 
the Oomstock 


brought many adventurers to the Ter- 
ritory, and later to the State, much the 
larger number of whom came to seek 
fortune and wealth on the elopes of 
Mount Davidson and take it away to 
build homes and business interests ou 
other parts of the earth. Nature's 
lavish hand had placed 
abundant 


wealth in the Oomstock lode for many 
of those who came to take it away. 
Scarcely a dollar taken from the im- 
mense store ot wealth was invested iu 
the State for its permanent improve- 
ment. Those who mined the Comstock 
and other mines in the State and car- 
ried away the products should have 
been content when they received the 
wealth of the mines, but it seems to 
have been necessary, in the judgment 
of those who became rich, to furnish 
an excuse for removing from the State 
every dollar taken from its stores, and 
they assumed the role of despoiler and 
gave as an excuse for taking every dol- 
lar away that Nevada was a place 
fitted by nature for the development 
pf lizzards and horned toads; that its 
blizzards and forbidding appearance 
in general precluded any thought of 
remaining in the State for any purpose 
other than to become rich. 


The history of the world is largely 


made np ot apologies made by the 
strong for despoiling the weak, and tbe 
history ot Nevada, when truthfully 
written, will not reverse tbe history ot 
the world by describing the treatment 
she has received from her despoilers. 
It is said troth is sometimes stranger 
than fiction. Truth describing the 
spoliation of Nevada for the last 
thirty-five years can truthfully be said 
to be more strange than fiction, 


America made war on Spain because 


of her cruelty to tbe people of Cuba; 
but America has been blind to the fact 
that there is and has been for a gener- 
ation a veritable Cuba in tbe State of 
Nevada. Spain despoiled the people, 
of Cuba of the legitimate proceeds of 
their labor and prevented the develop- 
ment of the natural resources of the 
island. Without making comparison 
in detail, are not these things true of 
Nevada? There are in our Stale, ac- 
cording to its number ot inhabitants, 
more Americans who aid and have 
aided in the work of spoliation and 
oppression of its people than there 
were Spaniards in Cuba who were en- 
gaged in tbe work ot enslaving and 
oppressing that unfortunate people. 
It will be a part of the work and mis- 
sion ot tbe JOURNAL in tbe future to 
show who these despoileis of the State 
are and how they do their work to ac- 
complish their ends.
